Appointment of Mr. Dawson as spe- 
cial auditor to take charge of the in- 
vestigation came as a surprise, as it 
was expected that the rtate auditing 
department would be designated to 
conduct the probe. Governor Walk- 
er left for Macon soon after making 
the appointment. It was learned at 
the capitol that the state auditing de- | 
partment has a large amount of work 
on its hands at this time and that 
the investigation cf affairs of the high- 
way department would be a task that 
would tax the strength of the force of 
the auditor’s office.

PASSED BY HOUSE, 


Kelly Measure Approved 

After Less Than Two 
Hours’ Argument by 
Lower House.

Washington, February 10.—With- 
out a record vote the house today 
passed the Kelly postat pay and rate 
increase bill and-sent it to the sen- 
ate, which already has passed a 
somewhat similar measure only to 
have it turned back by the house as 
infringing on its exclusive prerogative 
to originate revenue-producing: legisla- 
tion. 

Brought up under a_ special rule 
which limited debate to less than two 
hours, barred amendments from the 
floor and required two-thirds m-jority 
for passay,e, the measure was appr ved 
in about two hours. It would raise 
$61,000,000 in revenue—about twice 
as much as the senate bill—and fall 
short by only $7,000,000 of the sum 
estimated to be required to meet 
postal employees’ salary raises, which 
it would make available from Jan- 
uary 1, 1925. ; 

Only a tew scattering noes op- 
posed its passage, although Y7 mem- 
bers voted against the method of 
bringing it up, while 245 favored it. 
As in the bill passed by the senate, 
the rate section is intended to remain 
in force only long enough for con- 
rress to act on recommendations to 
be made by a joint congressional coln- 
mittee which is authorized to study 


a view to permanent revisicn. 

Represenzative Moore, republican, 
Ohio, who reported: the bill, empha- 
seized that the right of fuil distribu- 
tion for newspapers and publications 
in the’ counties in which they are 
printed and published is not disturbed 
by this_bill. 

Flisha Hanson, Washington repre- 
sentative of the American Newspapers 
F’ublishers’ association, in a_ state- 
ment tonight reiterated the conten- 
tion that there wis “no suund reason 
for the present paying users of the

Rescuers early roday believed they 
were only a few feet from a sand 
strata or tunnel into which they 
can dig their way to Floyd: Col- 
lins, the imprisoned caveman, in 
a short time: A_ small cleft 
around the 40-foot mark was too 
narrow to pursue and digging 
straight ..through the bottom of 
the rescue shaft is the program. 

Several hours’ digging will be 
required to reach the soft strata 
previously indicated between 4.0 
and 45 feet below the surface by 
the diamond drill, and along which 
the rescuers expect to work their 
way inte Collins’ cavern. 

The bottom of the shaft at mid- 
nizht tonight had reached a sandy 
strata through which the banana- 
oll odor came strongly, but the 
direction from which it came was 
difficult to determine.

Haar—one time millionaire bootleg- 
ser of Savannah and now a prisoner 
in tue penitentiary and principal fig- 
ure in the prosecution of “special 
privileges’—was on the stand until 
court adjourned shortly after 3 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon. When he stepped 
down from the witness stand he was 
perspiring freely and his face gave 
sigus of the tension brought‘ about 
by an entire afternoon of constant 
vrilling. 

Iluar’s story with reference to the 
additional $5,000 whicn he claims he 
was “shaken down” for brought to 
light all the suspense, uncertainty 
and doubt that lives in the minds of 
yrisoners behind the grim walls of 
‘ne great prison. He told how he 
sought frantically to raige the addi- 
tional sum alleged to have been de- 
minded of him; how prison rumor told 
him the money had been paid, and 
yet all the time how he was never 
definitely sure that it had been de- 
livered. 

The story was unfolded in the trial 
of A E. Sartain, former warden; his 
chief deputy, L. J. Fletcher, and Law- 
rence Reih]. The additional §$5,0U0, 
which formed the bone of contention 
during the most of the day, was

never received a penny of it back.»

“Bonaparte was a freethinker in 
France, a Musselman in Egypt and a 
Catholic in Rome,” said former Pre- 
mier of France Georges Leygues dur- 
ing the recent debate in the French 
chamber, which brought an end to the 
vatican embassy at Rome.

He then remarked: “If he 
were alive I would not be here, and 
even his dead body inspires me with 
apprehension.”” He departed the next 
day.

The Dutch reassured 
him, but Bonaparte remarked: “If 
cannons cannot subdue our enemies, 
they are too powerful even for me.”

Turkey

There is a close analogy at present 
between the case of Alsace-Lorraine 
and Turkey in the matter of opposi- 
tion on the part of the state to 
spiritual powers.

Secretary McLendon 
Iffers Some New Thoughts 


The following letter from Secretary 
of State McLendon published in The 
New York World develops an inter 
esting new angle to the nation-wide | 
discussion of the proposed . 


20th | 
amendment: 

Editor New York World: In the splendid 
fight for rescuing American childhood from 
impending slavery, threatened by the 20th 
amendment, The York World has done 
fine service. Up to the present time, 20 
states have spoken, and 18 of them have 
declined to acknowledge to the civilized 
world that they were incapable of enlight- 
ened self-government, If good faith were 
back of this movement for a federal amend- 
ment, it would have been phrased in very 
different ¢!anguacue. 

We have in the United States, according 
to government reports, 15,000,000 children 
under 15 years of age. Of these, about 
1,000,000 are employed in gainful occupa- 
tion, that is, about 600,000 in agricultural 
and 400,000 in non-agricuiturai pursuits. To 
protect less than 7 per cent of the whole, 


it is not necessary to enslave 100 per cent, 
and take them away from the control of 
their parents and turn them over to con- 
gress. An honest effort to _protect child- 
hood would have found expression an 
amendment to The Constitution which would 
have prohibited cotton and woolen manu- 
facturers, and manufacturing establish- 
ments of any kind, from employing children 
under 15 years of age. This would have 
brought within the control of ‘congress the 
conduct of the manufacturers. It would 
have anthorized congress to appoint insperc- 
tors ef manufacturing establishments in 
erder to properly enforce a sane law, but, 
under the proposed amendment, the 14,000.- 
000 children are shackled and congress is 


draughtsman actuated by a sinister purpose, 
who drew this 20th amendment to +he Con- 
Stitution. Under the power to prohibit the 
employment of children under a certain 
age, the enforcement of the law would be 
easy enough, and would not involve any in- 
vasion of the home, or destruction of pa- 
rental authority, or destruction of the 
rights of the states, which have never been 
delegated to congress. 

It would be far easier and less expensive 
to enforce this kind of prohibition, applica- 
ble to a few thousand employers, than it 
wonld be to impose congressional slavery 
on about one-fifth of our entire population, 
in order to prevent alleged exploitation | 
of 1 per cent of our population. 

American civilzation is based on the 
home, and. home. owners will, and always 
will be, the meinstay and support of 
American institutions, and of Christian 
civilization. Russia and Mexico, wunfortnu- 
nate bevond comparison, are suffering be- 
cause citizens of neither country are per- 
mitted to become home owners and home- 
builders. The American home is founded 
on Hebraic civilization as revealed in the 
Old and the New Testament, and the on!lr 
way of destroying the American home is 
by officious interference with the relations 
of parent and child. 

To prevent the employment of children 
is ome thing, to enslave childhood is an- 
other, and the splendid work of rescuing 
American childhood from impending slavery 
threatened in the 20th amendment, is an- 
other form of rescuing American homes 
from wanton and stupid destruction. 

@ongress can confer no power on a state, 
hence the provisions that the states shall 
have ten years within which to accept or 
reject this amendment is an amusing exhi- 
bition of ignorance. The constitution is 
silent as to the announcement of the result 
of the vote of the state legislature. It 
became necessary in fhe early part of the 
last century that some method of aacertain- 
ing and announcing the result of the vote 
on a proposed amendment should be estab. 
lished by law. This was done because what 
,would have been the 13th amendment was 
accepted as having been ratified, and was 
actually published by congress in an offi- 
cial copy of the constitution, when inves- ;

AEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


BILIARY CALCULO. 

In our last talk on the gall question 
we saw how and why gallstones hap- 
pen and ran over some of the “inal- 
yestion”’ symptoms which should rouse 
the victim’s suspicion, at any rate. 
We rounded the conference off, if you 
will recall—as no doubt you will if 
you suspect you have gallstones—wi'n 
aun allusion to the periodic attacks of 
severe distress which many gallstone 
victims have. And now there's worse 
still to come. To a doctor it really 
iuukes little difference whether the pa- 
tient designate such attacks as “gas 
attacks,” “heart attacks,” “acute in- 
digestion,” “intestinal indigestion” or 
what not, so long as the doctor files a 
claim and at the first opportunity 
sinks a shaft to get the gall- 
stones. These irregular attacks of 
alleged indigestion” fail to 
arouse’ the enthusiasm of an 
ambitious doctor, for two reasons: 
first, they are positive evidence that 
something serious is the matter; and 
second, they usually happen in the 
very early morning hours. At best 
these attacks of spurious indigestion 
are bad from every point of view. But 
gallstone colic is far worse. 

One often hears of people rolling 
about with pain. The victim of biliary 
colic is abruptly seized with agonizing 
painintheright side under the free 
ribs, the pain radiating to the right 
shoulder, perhaps, and also to the 
“nit of the stomach.” Rolling about 
the floor may temporarily assuage the 
agony, but very often there comes @ 
severe chill and complete collapse. 
Following the chill the temperature 
shoots away up, and finally a drench- 
ing sweat occurs, with great circula- 
tory depression. ‘The pain, with chill, 
fever and sweat, pretty clearly spells 
gallstones. If next day the skin, mu- 
cous membranes, white of eye or bady 
secretions show evidence of jaundice 
might as well arrange for the ambu- 
Jance. 

The colic is not necessarily caused 
by a stone traversing the bile duct; 
probably more often it is caused by 
sudden increase in the inflammation 
of the wall of the bile tract or: gall 
sac or by spasm of muscle fibers of 
the wall. 

Jaundice (the yellow discoloration 
of skin, mucous membranes and body 
secretions) never occurs in some 4U 
per cent of gallstone cases, Even 
among cases in which a gallstone has 
been found, at operation, lodged in the 
common bile duct, jaundice has been 
entirely absent in 25 per cent. So 
we can neither condemn nor pardon 
the patient who does or does not show 
a yellow streak. 

X-ray pictures will demonstrate the 
presence of gallstones in about half of 
all cases. Failure of the X-ray ex- 
amination to show gallstones by no 
means proves the suspect innocent of 
having gallstones concealed within. 
Caleuli consisting largely of choles- 
terin, make little or no shadow in the 
X-ray picture; calculi containing con- 
siderable lime salts will probably be 
visible in the X-ray negative. Among 
the conditions which have been mis- 
taken for biliary colic and gallstones 
when blind confidence was imposed in 
the mere X-ray evidence, may be 
named renal colic and stone in the kid- 
ney, lead colic, gastric and duodenal 
uleer, and cancer of the gall sac. 

Clearly, then, to nave and to hold 
gallstones one must know what. why 
and whether they are. Mr. Billings’

PERRY DISAPPOINTED 
AT SURCHARGE ACTION 


Disappointment over the act of the 
interstate commerce commission in re- 
fusing to abolish s»the Pullman sur- 
charge tax was expressed Tuesday by 
James A. Perry, member of the Geor- 
gia public service commission, who 
points out that congressional action 
should be taken to remove this charge. 
He reviewed the history of the case 
in his statement and declared that 
the surcharge originally was imposed 
to give relief to railroads at that 
time in an impoverished condition. 
Mr. Perry said the railroads now are 
prospering and the surcharge should 
be removed. 

Following is his statement: 

“IT am greatly disappointed in the 
action of the interstate commerce com- 
mission in refusing to do away with 
the surcharge now required of pas- 
sengers having occasion to use Pull- 
man and chair-car accommodations. 
As will be recalled, this was tacked 
on as an emergency charge in 1920 
to take care of the then impoverished 
condition of the railroads throughout 
the country, but no one can say that 
this condition has not long since 
ceased to exist. There are railroads 
in the country making more money 
than is permitted under the trans- 
portation act, and yet the people are 
forced even to pay these railroads this 
surcharge. It is fundamentally 
wrong; it penalizes that portion of 
the passenger travel that has to use 
Pullman accommodations. It is wrong 
in point of,;law, for the reason that 
it requires one utility to collect and 
pay out a sum of money to another 
utility that performs no part of the 
service, 

“Of course, it is needless for me 
to say that the members of the com- 
mission have given long study to this 
question and reached conclusions justi- 
fied, as they view them, under the 
facts, but the time has come for an- 
other authority to deal with this mat- 


er. 

“While, as stated, I am disappoint- 
ed and surprised at the conclusion 
reached, I will yet be even more sur- 
prised if the present session of con- 
gress adjourns without passing an 
act doing away with this iniquitous, 
outrageous tax on the public. 

“Of.all of the unpopular results in- 
cident to the outgrowth of the trans- 
portation cost during the war and 
since, this surcharge is the one out- 
standing useless and inexcusable cost 
on the traveling public. 

“IT think it is in perfect good taste 
for the public to take a hand in this 
matter, and if they feel that the time 
has come for this forty millions of 
dollars (the approximate annual in- 
come from the Pullman surcharge), 
which is a useless cost, to be done 
away with that they write the econ- 
gressmen and senators and let them 
know just how repulsive and useless 
this hardship is.

Until’ Matlock testified, 
the investigation had pursued a quiet 
course which seemed bound 1.9 end in 
a liberal coat of whitewash for prac- 
tically .everyone mentioned itn the 
many rumors which have’ hampered 
the attempts to rescue Collis. 

About the only exception to 
included in Matlock’s 
was Johnny Geralds, the man mest

Washington, February 10. — ke-

Washington, February 10.—The Ger- 
man commercial treaty was <catified 
today by the senate with reservations 
understood to be not whoily accepta- 
ble to the state department. 

The principle reservation would re- 
serve to ‘congress the soil» authority 
to put into force. preferential tariff 
duties in favor of American shipping 
at any time within one yea: after ex- 
change of ratifications. 

Another would reserve to both na- 
tions the right to control immigration, 
and was made necessary because of 
the enactment of the immigration re 
striction law after the treaty was ne- 
gotiated in December, 1923. 

Ratification was without 2 reeord 
vote and was preceded by only bdbinef 
discussion, the reservations having re- 
moved objections. 

The reservation relating fo piefer- 
ential tariffs was a substitute for the 
one suggested for Secretary lLiughes 
and approved by the foreign relations 
commtitee. 
president alone could have abrogated 
those sections of the treaty prevent- 
ing discrimination by either nation 
in favor of its shippng through tani: 
duties. 

This reservation met with so much 
opposition on both sides of the cuain- 
ber that the substitute was agreed 
upon to expedite action on the treaty.. 
Under its terms, provisions in the 
treaty prohibiting discriminaton 
would be abrogated automatcally 
within 60 days after congress passed 
a discriminatory law, provided such 
action was not taken within 19 
months after exchange of ratifica- 
tiens.
